The 
sparks pnurec upon u>, and the heat was so 
intense for a time that it looked as though 
ths 6teamer would be Lnrced. Tho panic- 
stricken populace streamed down upon tho 
wharves in their tfUrtB to escape the fl ;mes. 
The Alvo’s boat was sent ashore, andnpwaids 
of 250 refugees were brought off and c.red 
for ou board the steamer. The authorities 
of Kingston have made an order that shingle- 
roofed buildings can no longer be erected. 
As to the origin of the conflagration, it eeoms 
that a number of boys wero smoking in a 
lumber yard, when one of them, frightened 
by the epproach of his father, threw his cigsr 
in a pile of shavings, and with his companions 
fled. The fire communicated to the lumber 
pile», and were soon beyond control and 
burning fiercely. A startling rumor is cur­ 
rent to the effect that several days before the 
fire residents were told that the city was to 
he destroyed by the, and the only eafety lay 
in flight.

Corw in not only bombarded an Indian 
village and burned all the winter provisions 
of the natives, but also destroyed their 
boats and li-hing tackle ; and this wa3 
done in retaliation for wrongs committed 
by other Indians. 
W e 
have already 
pointed 
cut the 
thoroughly barbarous 
character of all such revenges, and in this 
case the cruelty and injustice of the action 
are increased by thedcstructionof the means 
of livelihood of the unfortuuate Indians, 
and this at the beginning < f winter. 
We 
believe that the Corwin has exposed all 
these Indians to the horrors of death by 
■tarvation. 
We believe that nothing less 
th an that is involved. 
And we say that 
auch an act deserves to be characterized as 
an outrage, aud that the officer who ordered 
o r who sanctioned it ought to bo severely 
punished. 
More than this, Congress ought 
a t one 3 to see to it that relief is sent to 
th e Iudiana whose stores and boats have 
boen destroyed so cruelly, for if this is not 
done the chinees are that none of the poor 
creatures will he left alive by the Bpring.

A t a meeting of the National League in 
Ireland the othtr day liarriugton in a 
apeech said : ‘'T he more prosperous farmers 
“ m ust be told that if they do not throw 
“ themselves into Ihb new movement, they 
“ will have the full force of the laborers’ 
“ agitation directed against them .” This 
is ju st w hat was tojbave been expected. 
The farmers organized against the land­ 
lords, and now the laborers are orgamzing 
against the farmers. 
W e long ago pre­ 
dicted that this would be one of the con- 
acquences of the Lind League movement, 
and it ij quite possible that the latest agi­ 
tation may prove the most formidable of 
all, since the lsborers have no stake in the 
country, no property to lose, and no fnture 
to spoiL 
They therefore ara ideally form- 
id able agitators, and the farmers will very 
probably be forced to surrender to them 
even at the sacrifice of all they have won 
through the Laud Courts. 


In the January number of the Overland 
Monthly appears a paper by Mr. Theodore 
H. H ittell, entitled “ Observations on the 
“ New Constitution.” 
Its main purpose is 
to point out the extent to which the inno­ 
vations engrafted upon the orgardo law by 
the Constitutional Convention have prove d 
futile, either through their inherent im­ 
practicability, or through the construction 
put upon them by the Courts. 
The ques­ 
tions discussed by Mr. H ittell are of very 
great interest, for they concern the most 
important considerations to the citizens of 
any community ; and chiefly the considera­ 
tion of the degree of security which the 
institutions of the country afford to its 
people in the prosecution of legitimate in­ 
dustry and commerce. 
The new Constitu­ 
tion was framed at a most unseasonable 
time. Tne people were in a ferment. They 
had been stirred up by demagogues and 
more 
designing 
men until they were 
brought to the pitch of demanding de­ 
liberately inequitable 
measures against 
capital. 
The Constitntional Convention 
contained a large percentage of the most 
hopelessly impracticable men ; men whoso 
intelligence was in inverse proportion to 
their audacity, and for whom the most 
lucid and complete demonstrations pos­ 
sessed no influence. 
Their only idea was 
to force the crude notions c‘ the Sand Lot 
into practice through sheer weight of num. 
bera. 
They were incapable of perceiving 
that no amount of popular sentiment can 
render practicable things which are op­ 
posed to natural law. 
They thought that 
w at;r could be made to run up hill by a 
constitutional provision, in short. 
The result was th at they produced an 
unexampled piece of crudity and folly, and 
that now, after four years’ experience, the 
utter failure of every one of their proposi­ 
tions has become a recognized and accepted 
fact. 
The new 
Constitution 
decreed 
double taxation. 
I t undertook to make 
money lenders pay the tax on mortgages. 
It songht to prevent the natural operation 
of commercial laws. 
I t aimed at deliber­ 
ate inequality of taxation. 
It sought in 
many ways to turn the current of human 
life aud energy, and to force it into new 
and abnormal channels. 
A t first there can 
be no doubt th at capital apprehended much 
mischief from this instrum ent. 
But it 
soon became apparent th at the menacing 
provisions which to the uniintiated ap­ 
peared so 
formidable, did 
not 
really 
amount to anything, inasmuch as it was 
impossible to tiud any Court which would 
interpret them in accordance with the in­ 
tention of their authors. 
The law, reach­ 
ing back far beyond the crude notions of 
these sciolists, could not be got to recog- 
niza a deliberate purpose of injustice and 
inequality. 
It construed ambignous pro­ 
visions so as to harmonize them with 
established principles of right and justice, 
and it calmly put aside the paBsion and 
prejudice which breathed through them. 
Of course one result of this was that, as Mr. 
H ittell observes, “ there is a very wide 
“ difference between the Constitution as it 
“ was intended by its framers, and the 
“ Constitution as it is practically adminis- 
“ tered.” 
The Constitution as it was 
meant to be has actually passed from sight, 
and we are living under a series of inter­ 
pretations which save us from the in­ 
tended ill effects of it by throwing us back 
upon something like first principles. 
Perhaps this is the best there was in the 
situation, but it is certainly noDe the less 
an unsatisfactory state of affairs, and all 
that can be sail for it is that it is decidedly 
preferable to the only alternative, namely, 
the strict construction of the new Consti­ 
tution. 
But it is a very unfortunate con­ 
dition of thiDgs, in which the good sense 
and conservatism of the Courts is the only 
refuge from a species of injustice which, if 
fully applied, would by this time have 
fairly destroyed the prosperity and ruined 
the prospects of the State. 
And «ven now 
there are provisions in the Constitution, 
such as that in relation to street improve­ 
ments, the only possible remedy for the 
folly of which lies in their repeal. 
It was 
a terrible botch-work. 
Of that very few 
persons whose opinion is c£ the least value 
now entertain any doubt. 
The mists of 
passion under which it was at first ac­ 
cepted have cleared away, and everybody 
can realize th at instead of being a better 
Constitution than the one it supplanted, it 
is a very much worse one. 
It is also evi­ 
dent that it will have to undergo radical 
amendment, and that its most distinctive 
features, which are its endeavors to confis­ 
cate private property under the disguise of 
taxation, will have to be lopped away. For 
of course it will not be possible for the 
State to continue depending upon judicial 
interpretations for protection from the evil 
consequences of the organic law. 
So far 
the Courts have come gallantly to the res­ 
cue, but it is now necessary that the Con­ 
stitution should be made to conform to the 
rational principles which it ought to be 
based upon, and the sooner this important 
work is begun the better it will be.

A diploma was 
refused to Miss May Cummings on Tuesday evening, 
December 19th, because she openly defied the 
authority of the Faculty of Sacramento Seminary, 
by reading an essay which she had been forbidden 
to read, as it was not deemed original with her. 
The Faculty never “ admitted that Miss Cum­ 
mings wrote the essay entitled * Au Innovation.’ ” 
She was allowed to complete her examinations and 
take part in the graduating exercises only by writing 
an apology for insubordination and assuming an 
obedience, which was not genuine, by taking daily 
leseouB in reading an essay, accepted by the teach­ 
ers, entitled “ Nothing Comes from Nothing.” When 
Miss Cummings first expressed an unwillingness to 
read this as a graduating essay she was offered her 
diploma on any one of three conditions. 
First, to 
umit reading an essay on Commencement evening— 
a favor which had never before been granted to any 
scholar—and take part only in the music; to finish 
her examinations aud graduate privately ; or read, 
as all other graduates have, the essay already ac­ 
cepted by the teachers. 
But she was plainly told 
that she could not read the essay entitled “ An In­ 
novation,” and receive her diploma. Had the diplo­ 
ma been given to Misi Cummings under these cir­ 
cumstances, it would have been subversive of ail 
school discipline, and would have opeued the way 
for a Commencement in which any pupil might take, 
not the part approved by her teachers, but any thing 
that suited her fancy, however contrary to goon 
taste or sound morality. No young lady has ever 
received a diploma from Sacramento Seminary 
without fi*st reading an essay approved by her 
teachers, and no graduate has ever “ informed the 
Principals ” of what 6he would or would not do. 
The refusal of the diploma is fully approved by the 
teacliers aui by all of Miss Cummings’ classmates.

LCOAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A P e c u lia r C a se , Im p o r ta n t t o C orp o­ 


r a t io n s .— The case of Hobbs vs. Heilborn, 
Sheriff, et al., recently passed upon by Judge 
Denson of the Superior Court, involved a 
proposition of importance to persons who deal 
w ith corporations, as it determines the status 
of debtors of a defunct insurance company. 
The California Farm ers' M utual Insurance 
Association, an outgrowth of the Granger 
movement in 1874, organized ss an insurance 
company in th at year, aDd did a large busi­ 
ness with farmers and members of the several 
Granges, on a plaa peculiar to itself. 
M any 
of the farmers became indebted to the com­ 
pany on contracts of insurance, failed to pay, 
were sued and lost the cases. 
In the conree 
of the litigation a discovery was made of what 
was claimed to be a defect in the original ar­ 
ticles of incorporation, tiled in 1874, and the 
A ttorney-General was induced to perm it an 
action cf quo w arranto to be brought in the 
name of the State, to declare that, by reason 
of the alleged defect, the corporation was 
not legally created and never had a lawful 
existence. 
On the trial of this quo;warranto 
suit the Superior Court at San Francisco held 
th at the articles of incorporation were de­ 
fective, and as a result there never had been 
in law, such a corporation. 
The Sheriff of 
Sacramento county held an execution against 
Hobbs, ¡■’sued in a suit brought by the com­ 
pany f r dues accruing on one of its policies, 
and to restrain the Sheriff and officers of the 
alleged corporation from executing it, he 
brought an injunction suit, stating the facts 
above detailed. 
The argument on demurrer 
and order to show cause brought before the 
Court the question, " W h a t became of the 
debt, the judgm ent and execution on it, and 
what was the relation of the debtor to the 
company ?’ 
On full consideration it was 
held by the Court that he who bad dealt with 
the corporation as such, made a contract with 
it and had the expected benefit, was estopped 
from saying it was not a corporation ; that, 
had his bunding burned, the company could 
not resi-t payment of the loss on the plea 
th at it never had a legal existence, and the 
other party was bound in a like m anner; 
th at the company was a ¡le facto corporation, 
and whether it was one dc jure or not wes a 
m atter between it and the tóate alone. 
That 
the judgment by the Superior Court of San 
Franci-co declaring the corporation dissolved 
was not a legal defense to the paym ent of a 
debt contrae'ed with said compauy, and the 
effect of tuch judgm ent of dissolution was 
not such as to prevent a collection of the 
assets cf the dc facto corpora .ion or discharge 
it from its obligations. 
The injunction was 
denied. 


J u s t ic e .— Yesterday morning the river 
steam er from San Francisco brought as a 
passenger from Isleton a man named William 
Dougherty, iu charge of two officers—Con­ 
stable C. P. Hensley and D eputy Constable 
A. J . Bump. 
H e had been arrested in Isle­ 
ton the day before on two charges—battery 
and resisting an officer. 
A trial was held 
before Justice of the Peace J . P. Poole, and the 
prisoner was convicted and sentenced to pay 
a fine of §150, or in default of payment to be 
confined in the County Jail one day for each 
dollar of the fine. 
The Constable said there 
had been some bad feeling between Dough­ 
erty and a man named Sprague for some 
time, on account of domestic troubles. After 
landing their prisoner safely in the County 
Jail the two man applied to the Board of 
Supervisors for payment for the work. 
The 
claims were referred (o the Committee on 
Accounts 
and 
Expenditures. 
That 
of 
HAssley 
was 
reduced 
from 
§27 
to §23, and a favorable report made, whi e 
th at of Bump was returned to the Board 
without action. 
A fter some discussion Bump 
was allowed $10 for “ services rendered and 
expenses incurred ” in assisting to bring the 
prisoner to the jail. Supervisors Blair and 
B uth r voting no. 
I t was claimed by them 
th at there wav no law under which to allow 
the claim, and that it was very unreasonable 
to suppose th»t it was necessary to have two 
men to bring one prisoner up on the steamsr. 
The claim of Hensley wasjallowed as reported 
by the commutee. 
In the meantime auother 
act of the farce was being performed in the 
Superior Court. 
T he prisoner was brought 
before that tribunal on a w rit of habeas cor­ 
pus, and both 'h t charges dismissed and the 
defendant diicaarged.
